Oncerningthe Time of bringing this Excellent ART 
into England, and by whofe Expence and Procurement 
itwas brought , Modern Writers of good Reputation 
do moft Erronioufly agree together. Mr. Stom, inhis 
Survey of London, fpeaking of the 37th year of Henrythe fixch 
hisReign, which wasin 1459. faith, That the Noble Science 
of PRINTING was about this time found in Germany at 
Mentz. by Fohn Guttenberga Knight, And that WilliamCaxton 
of London Mercer, brought it into Erglandabout 1471. And 
firt pra&tifed the fame in the Abby of St. Perer at Weftminfter, 
with whom 'Sir Rich. Baker in his Chronicle agrees through- 
out. And Mr. Homellin his Hifiorical Difcourf2 of London and 
Weltminfter, agrees with both the former in the Time, Perfon, 
and Pläce in general; but more particularly declares theplace 
inWeltminfter to be the Almorythere; And that Zip Abbotof 
Weftminfter fet up the firft Preis of Book-Printing that ever 
was in England. Thefe three famous Hiftorians having filled 
the World with the füippofed truth of this Aflertion,.(Although 
3 pofibly it might arife through the miftake ofthe firft Writer. 
"only, whofe Memory Iperfeäly honouf) makesitthe harder, 
Task upon meto undeceivethe World again: Nor would I 
undertake this Work, but under a double notion; As Iam a 
Friend to Truth, and fo it is unfit to fuffer one Mantobe inti- 
tuled to the worthy: Achievements of another. And asa Friend 
to my felf, nottolofe one of my beft Arguments of Intituling 
the King to this ART in hisprivate Capacity. 
Hiftorians muft of necefäty take many things upon truft, they’ 
cannot with their own but with the Eyes of others fee what 
things were done before they themfelves were, Bernardus non 
videt omnia;, ’Tis not then ımpofhble they fhould miftake. I 
fhall now make it appear they have done fo from their Own, 
as well asfrom other Arguments: Mr. Stows Exprefions are 
var dubious, and the matter expreft very Improbable; He 
faith PRINTING was found ın Matz, which er 
fes it was pradifed fome whereelfe before, and loft: And 
further, That ’twas found inthe Reigen of Henry the fixth, in 
1450. and not brought into England tillEleven years in the 
fucceeding, Reignof Edward the Fourth, being twelve years 
after, asif it had been loft again. Ifthis be true, there was 
aslittle Rarity as Expedition ın obtaining it, theage ofrwelve 
years time having intervened, and fo indeed it might be the 
A& of a Mercer rather than a more eminent, Perfon: But 
when I confider what great advantage the Kingdom in gene- 
ralreceivesbyit, I couldnot but thinka publick Perfon and 4 
ublick Purfe muft needs.be concerned'in fo publick ee 
hemore I Confidered ofthis,themore inquifitiveI wasto find, 
outthe truth of it: At laft, aBook came to my hands Printed 
at Oxford, in 1468, which wasthree years before any of th& 
recited Authors would allow it to bein England; which gave 


me fome reward for my Curiofity, and encouragementtopro- ‘ 


ceed further : And in profecution of this Difcovery, the fame 
moft worthy Perfon who trufted me with the aforefaid Book, 
did alfo prefent me withthe Copy ofa.Record and Manufeript 
in L th-Houfe, heretofore ın his Cuftody, belonging, to 
the See,(and not to 5; particular Arch-Bifhop of Caxterbury;) 
the Subftance whereof was this, (though I hope, for publick 
farısfadtion, the Record it felf, in its due time will appear.)

and not onely intheir publick, but private Capacity, as Pro- 
prietors ; ‚the Power and Signiory of this, under Fayour, can- 
not be fevered from the Crown: The Kings beingthe Truftees. 
oftthe People, who have formerly takenan Oath attheir Co-, 
ronation, That they fhall keep allthe Lands, Honours, and Digni-

To fhewyou one Example for all : The faid Queen, 
the firft Year of her Reign,“grants by Patent the Priviledge 
of fole Printing all Books, that touchor concernthe Common- 
Laws of England, to Tottel a Servant to her Majefly, who 
kept it intire tohis Death: After him, to oneYefmweirt, ano- 
ther Servant to Her Majelty: After him, to one Weigbe and 
Norton, atıd aftertthem, King Fames grants the fame Privi- 
ledge to More, one of His Majefies Clerks of the Signetz 
which Grant continuesto thisDay;, and fo for the Bible, the 
Statute-Laws, the Book of Common-Prayer, Proclamations;' 
as much as the Grammer, the Primmer,-Cc. are all granted 
by Kings and Queens, not onely to gratifie their Friends and 
Servants, butto preferve the Regal Power and Authority om, 
Foot, and thefe Books from being Corrupted,
